LIFE IN SEAS GRIP 


Survivor Paints Vivid Picture of 
Struggling Humanity When 
Steamer Leggett Sinks 


Astoria, Ore-——Out of the seventy- 
four persons reported on board the, 
steamship Francis H. Leggett, sunk 
off the Oregon coast in a sixty-five. | 
mile-an-hour gale, only two were| 
saved. Of those on board, fifty-one 
were passengers, including six women, 
and twenty-three were members of the 
crew. 

The two survivors were Alexander 
Farrell, brought to Astoria by the 
steamship Beaver, and George Pull- 
man, who is on board the Associated 
Oil tank steamer Frank H. Buck. The 
Buck was delayed at the mouth of the 
Columbia river on account of the 
heavy weather. 
According to Farrell, who is in a 
state of collapse as a result of his 
experience, the Leggett became water- 
logged and turned trutle after fighting 
for more than twenty-four hours in a 
storm, dfiring which the seas rolled 
mountain high and the wind blew a 
hurricane. 
Farrell painted a vivid word picture 
of the struggle the Leggett made to 
weather the storm, only to sink when 
its hold filled with water from the 
mountainous seas that swept over it.

GERMAN ARMIES FACE 


ALLIES IN 


Reports differ as to the progress of 
the great battle in Northern France 
between the allied British and French 
armies and the Germans. Some indi- 
cate that there is extremely heavy 
fighting, while others tell of the great 
lying in flooded 
trenches, many of them at the stage

At some points, at least, flerce en- 
gagements have been fought, with the 


tide flowing first in one direction and 


then in the other.

But all reports, offi- 
clal and otherwise, agree that there is 
much fighting yet to be done before 
material advantage can be claimed by 
either side. 

The British in the trenches say: 
“We are slowly beating them back.” 

The French official statement de- 
clares that they were furiously coun- 
ter attacked by superior forces \and 
obliged to yield some ground. This 
was regained almost immediately. 

Berlin officially announces that the 
France-british forces have been 


The allies have won 


fobliged to take the defense in- in- 


trenched positions, and that, therefore, 
the German attacks are slow. 

Interesting information has been 
given out by the British Admiralty 
regarding British successes and mis- 
fortunes in various waters. The Brit- 
ish merchant. cruiser Carmania has 
sunk a German merchant cruiser, 
supposed to be either the Cape Trafal- 
gar or the Berlin, off the coast of 
South America, but the German 
cruiser Koenigsberg has completely 
disabled the British cruiser Pegasus, 
while the latter was overhauling her 
machinery in Zansizar harbor, killing 
twenty-five men and wounding more 
than three times that number, and the 
German cruiser Emden has sunk six 
British merchant steamers in the Bay 
of Bengal. 

In the fighting around Rheims, the 
matter of greatest general interest has 
been the destruction of the famous 
cathedral, one of the most noted struc- 
tures in the world, dating back to the 
thirteenth century, which is reported 
to have first been pierced by many 
German shells and then to have burst 
into flames. 


London.—Another great battle, even 
more vital for the countries concern- 
ed than those which have preceded it, 
is now in progress on a line extend- 
ing from the region of Noyon, on the 
River Oise, northwest of Paris, to the 
River Meuse, north of Verdun. 

The front is somewhat shorter than 
was the case in the battle of the 
Marne, but this will result in a more 
fiercely contested battle, with masses 
of troops throwing themselves at each 
other, and every available piece of 
artillery concentrated in the deter- 
mined effort of the armies to break 
through the lines, 

The Germans, who a fortnight ago 
had to abandon their first swift en- 
deavor to destroy the armies of 
France and Great Britain-and cap- 
ture Paris, have now fortified them- 
selves on the mountains north of the 
through the plains of 
Champagne, and in the Argonne 
mountains, through which the Meuse 
flows. They are in stronger positions 
than they were for the battle of the 
Marne and have been strongly re- 
inforced with fresh troops from the 
north and east. They have attempted 
some counterattacks against thé al- 
lied troopa,: which, flushed with vic- 
tory, have been trying to prevent 
them from. entrenching themselves. 

According to English and French 
official reports, these attacks have 
been repulsed and the Germans com- 
pelled to give way at certain points, 
but the German general staff claims 
just the opposite result. 

It is certain, however, that the hilly 
country north of the Aisne offers good 
ground for such tactics, It would ap- 
pear that these western wings of the 
two armies, the German right and 
the allies’ left, are again to bear a 
heavy part in the fighting. Upon the 
armies of General von Kluck and 
General ven Buelow depend the saf- 
ety of the rest of the German army, 
should retreat be decided upon or 
forced upon them. Besides holding

These German forces hold a position 
from a point near Noyon, on the 
Oise, along the district north of the 
Aisne to the junction of the latter!

ning in all directions, which facilitate | 
the movement of troops from St. 


Quentin, Guise and Mezieres. In this 
respect, therefore, they are well 
placed. 


The allies, on the other hand, can 
bring, and it is believed they are 
bringing, in new troops. through 
Rouen and Amiens to threaten the 
German flank. In fact, nearly the 
whole of Northwest France is now 
open to the allies, the Germans having 
withdrawn most of théir scattered 
treopea eastward toward-the Qise. 

Field Marshal Kitchener, Secretary 
of State for War, speaking today with |’ 
full knowledge of the situation at the 
front, declared: 

“The tide has now turned.” So that 
he, although telling the public that 
the war will be a long one, appears to 
be hopeful of the outcome. 

The British army, that has fought 
so long and so hard, is looking for- 
Indian 
troops, which should soon be at the 
side af the Englishmen, if not for the 
present battle, then for the one which 
must soon follow it. 

The French troops, who also oc- 
cupy a valuable center of occupation 
at Soissons—the engineers _ having 
closely followed the army and repair- 
ed the railways—are being reinforced, 
and, on the whole, both as to position 
and strength of forces, the opposing 
armies appear evenly matched, except 
for the advantage of the allies in hav- 
ing an army to threaten Von Kluck’s 
flank. 


GERMAN NAVAL BASE IN 
PACIFIC SAID TO BE FOUND 


Honolulu (T. H.).—Two German 
merchant captains from the China 
seas have brought word that the Ger- 
man merchant marine and navy are 
making the Marshall islands their 
rendezvous in the Pacific. 

Five German cruisers, two steam 
oil tankers and twelve German pas- 
senger and freight steamships are 
said to be there now. 

Captain Nellhoff of the little Ham- 
burg-American trader Loongnioon, 
which arrived here from the block- 
aded port of Tsing-Tao, 43 days out, 
told the story first. 

Captain Vogeler of the Gouveneur 
Jaeschke, also of the Hamburg-Amer- 
ican freight service, which arrived 
from the China seas,’ corroborated 
him. 

Neither skipper said where he got 
his information, nor did they explain 
why they did not put into the harbor 
at Jaluit island themselves, but pre- 
ferred to seek refuge here. There are 
now six German vessels here, which 


probably will remain until peace with 
Germany is declared, 


KAISER WILHELM DER 
GROSS FOUGHT BACK 


London.—An officer of the British 
cruiser High Flyer has given the 
following account of the sinking of 
the North German Lloyd transatlantic 
liner Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse off 
the coast of Africa the latter part of 
August: 

“While we were coaling at Las 
Palmas, Canary islands, we heard 
that two colliers had left for Rio de 
Oro, West Africa. We followed and 
sighted the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse within twenty miles of Rio de 
Oro, with colliers alongside. We 
opened fire at 3:10 o'clock and finish- 
ed at 4:25 o’clock. The Kaiser Wil- 
helm sank at 5:10. Our lyddite shells 
soon settled things. Our ship was 
struck ten times.” 


Three British Cruisers are Sunk 

London—The sinking by submarines 
of the British armored cruises Abouki, 
Hogue and Cessy was announced by the 
official war information bureau here 
Tuesday. The disaster occurred in the 
North Sea.

SAY GERMANS ANNIHILATED 
OWN REGIMENT BY MISTAKE 


London.—In a dispatch from Paris 
the correspondent of Reuter’s Tele- 
gram Company says a Saxon officer, 
now a prisoner at Troyes, France, ad- 
mits that the Germans made serious 
mistakes in night fighting, which they 
indulged in since the beginning of the 
war. 

Near Malines, this officer says, a 
detachment of German artillery anni- 
hilatéd a Prussian regiment under the 
impression that it was French infan- 
try. Near a frontier village two bat- 
talions of the Twenty-eighth German 
Infantry, mistaking one another for 
French troops, shot each other to 
the last man. 

The correspondent says that Gaston 
Doumergue, the French Minister of 
the Colonies, is going to the Depart- 
ment of the Marne to organize relief 
for local populations. 


GERMAN SEIGE GUNS ARE 
LIMITED TO TWO POINTS 


London.—The Paris correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph says that the 
value uf the German siege guus Is 
limited to two points. 

They can be dragged anywhere, 
even over the muddy roads, a novelty 
for 11-inch howitzers, and they have 
wonderful armor piercing qualities 
when used against forts.

Important Judicial Decision. 

A unique case involving the work- 
men’s compensation act of England 
was decided by the house of lords in 
Kelly vs. Board of Management of the 
Trim Joint District School, which 
was twice argued before their lord- 
ships and occupied two days at each 
hearing. It appears that John Kelly 
was a schoolmaster employed by the 
defendants, and while discharging his 
duties was assaulted by the pupils in 
a concerted attack and suffered in- 
juries from which he died the same 
day. His mother, as a dependent, 
sued for damages on the ground that 
his death occurred ag the result of 
injuries arising out of his employ: 
ment. The county court judge and 
the court of appeals upheld the con. 
tention, and the lords of appeal af 
firmed the judgment four to three. It 
is now authoritatively decided that 
an accident is not the less an acci- 
dent by reason of its being brought 
about by deliberate violence. There 
was not so much difficulty upon the 
question as to whether it arose out 
of and in the course of the employ- 
ment-of: deceased as a schoolmaster, 
though the point was also strenuously 
put forward and argued.
